i How Oyster lalanda Ar* Formed. 
Oyster islands, similar to those 
formed of coral, are found in several 
parts of the world. 
The Islands in 
Newport river and Beaufort Harbor, 
North Carolina, says a writer in the 
Century Path Magazine, have been 
discovered to have as base a reef to 
which the spawn were attached and 
above this layer upon layer of oysters, 
vegetable growth, and debris brought 
by the action of the waves and winds, 
all of which finally grows high enough 
to rise above the surface of the water. 
This growth is exactly analogous to 
that of the coral Islands of the 
clflc. 
The Islands near the mouth of the 
River Tagus in Portugal are said to 
have been built up in this way also. 
Here, where there Is such a quantity 
of oysters that IOO million a year 
would scarcely be missed if they 
removed, the expanse of water 
beyond the river’s mouth is dotted 
with oyster Islands. As in 
the coral reefs, which on the 
side may be covered with living. 
Ing coral, live oysters thrive In the 
same waters where the accumulation 
of dead generations has served to 
form the islands.

The battle 
between these two wines Jested from 
1650 to 1720, nearly three-quarters of 
a century, and was started by an ob­ 
scure doctor, who wrote ft pamphlet 
declaring that the vineyards of the 
Beaune 
produced 
the 
healthiest 
wines in France. All the other vine­ 
yards of France Were aroused to th- 
dign&nt protests by this treatise and 
the vine growers of the Champagne 
were loudest ip their protests. 
The. 
quarrel reached its height when Fa- 
gon, the physician of Louis XIV., for­ 
bade his royal master to drink cham­ 
pagne, and Burgundy rejoiced at this 
check to its rival/ 
A Burgundian pamphlet was prompt­ 
ly issued denouncing sparkling wines 
aa the cause of gout and bad nerves. 
Reims promptly rejoined by a medi­ 
cal treatise which set out to prove 
that Beaune was the real cause of 
these evils. Journalists, poets, states­ 
men, in fact all the world, took part 
In the quarrel. The pamphleteers of 
Reims claimed the victory, for they 
declared that champagne had 
done 
far more fpr the country than any 
ether wine, because when King Wen- 
ceslas came to Reims in 1397 to make 
a; treaty with Charles VI., he found 
the *wlne so good that he continued to 
drink It until he granted to the 
French king all that he demanded.— 
Westminster Gazette.

Patrick Sullivan, 53 years o’d. an 
M., K. & T. car repairer, who lived 
at 711 East Thirteenth street with 
his wife, wa^ killed at Sweeney, fif­ 
teen miles north of Sedalia, in Cooper 
county, late Monday 
afternoon, 
by 
being run over by a car; and his com­ 
panion, Jesse A. Greer, of 406 Sojith 
Stewart avenue, had a miraculous es­ 


cape from death. 
The two men were at work under 
a car that was standing on a spur 
track, making certain repairs on the 
car, when a work train in charge of 
Engineer W. M. Letts and Conductor
